SCALES AT ANY COST. 


HOPKINSSTAKES ALL TO ELEOT HIM 
OOUNTY JUDGE. 


His Own Political Life Depending on His 
Success in This Effort, His Orders Are 
That Evervthing Must Be Done to That 
End=New Forms of “ Asayism ” Hatched 
to Aid the Des te EfforteAleck 
Forms a Machine Strong as Tammany 
at Its Worst. g 


Chicago Record: Surface indications show 
that the City Hall machine realizes that 
County Judge Frank Scales is the center of 
Republican and anti-Hopkins attack. Mayor 
Hopkins has been told several times by some 
of his hard. headed advisers that the Demo- 
cratic opposition to his personal machine was 
endangering the entire county ticket. He re- 
fused to accept the advice which was ten- 
dered him, and became angry when he was 
again told that the anti-Hopkins movement 
was spreading to all parts of the city, and that 
some of the Chairmen of his own district or- 
ganizations while openly with him were se- 
eretly against him. 

Recently he awoke to the full importance of 
the dissatisfaction in the Democratic rank and 
file and he was then plainiy told by two can- 
didates on the county ticket that nothing he 
could do would save Roger Sullivan, and that 
it was doubtful if any man on the county 
ticket would be elected. 

Saturday evening, according to one of the 
Chairmen of the district organizetions, word 
was sent around that the Mayor wanted J udge 
Scales reélected at any cost. It was pointed 
out to the leaders that Judge Scales’ defeat 
and the election of any other man on the 
Democratic ticket meant the defeat next 
April of Hopkins and the machine, but that 
Judge Scales reéiection and the defeat of the 
rest of the ticket meant a victory for the ma- 
chine and the continuance of the present 
Democratic organization. 

It is reported that a great deal of the money 
which has been piling up since last April asa 
campaign fund will be used to “fix” as 


many Republican judges as possible to re- 


elect Judge Scales. 

The People’s party vote, according toa 
well informed authority, is to be juggled in 
favor of Scales, but it has been figured out 
that the votes taken away from Jesse Cox will 
not be enough to offset Carter’s plurality and 
that it will be necessary to count Carter votes 
for Scales. According to this method, in 
some places where there are two Democratic 
judges in a precinct, froin ten to twenty votes 
will be lifted bodily from the Carter ballots 
and placed in the Scaies column. 


Will Let a Contest Follow. 


If the Republican judge has not been 
**fixed”’ then the Democratic judges, in those 
precincts where they will do the trick, will 
both s gn the certificate and the Republican 
judge can sign or not, as he pleases. If the 
Republican judge reports the fraud to his 
party managers, as it is anticipated he will, 
the Republicans will contest, But, with Judge 
Scales on the county bench, Jacob J. Kern in 
the State’s-Attorney’s office, and a Demo- 
cratic majority in the election commission, it 
is argued by desperate heelers that the con- 
test wil end as the Swift-Hopkins contest 
ended, This information does not come from 
the Republicans, but from the anti-Hopkins 
Democrats. 

Some of these anti-Hopkins men have been 
approached by Republicans who bave asked 
them to vote for tne Republican county ticket, 
but the overtures were flatly refused, for al- 
though against the machinc the anti-Hopkins 
me are loyal to the party. This loyalty will 
be attested soon after the election, for plans 
for the organization of Democratic ward clubs 
under the State laws are in the hands of a 
number of leading anti-Hopkins men. 

The plans contemplate the organization of 
a club in each ward, each to be named after 
the leading anti-Hopkins man in that ward or 
after some old-time Democratic favorite. The 
organization of these clubs will be an open 
deciaration of war against the machine. 

. men who are opposing the Hopkins 
machine say that theexposure of Tammany 
by the Lexow commission in New York is 

roof positive that it is dangerous to the 

mocratic party to Tammanyize Chicago; 
that the machine is simply an imitation of 
New York’s Tammany, and that it will be 
easier to kill it when it is young than when it 
grows powerful. The Hopkins machine, as it 
is called, had its inception in the proposed re- 
districtmg of Chicago by the late Daniel 
Corkery. The idea found favor with Mayor 
‘Hopkins and the work of dividing the city 
into organizations began at once. 


Ceuter of the Inner Cirele. 


As it stands today, with its eighteen dis- 
tricts thoroughly organized, it is but a part 
of the county organization, and under a strict 
construction of the laws which govern the 
county organization itis subservient to the 
Democratic County Central committee. As 
a matter of fact itis the dominating power 
not only of the county but of the State. At 
the head of the machine stands Mayor Hop- 
kins with the vast political patronage of the 
City Hall in his bands. He is the center of 
the inner circie which is said to consist of 
Thomas Gahan, who is regarded as the real 
brains of che machine; John S. Cooper, the 
street-cleaning contractor ; State Senutor John 
F. O'Malley of the Twenty-third District ; Roger 
Sullivan, Clerk of the Probate Court; Thomas 
Byrne, Mr. Gahan’s partner in the sanitary 
canal contracts; Stephen D. Griffin, Clerk of 
the Superior Court; and Jacob J. Kern, 


State's- Attorney. 


Outside of this coterie is the second circle, 
which is made up of the Chairmen of the dis- 
trict organizations, and a third circle is made 
up of the ward bosses and precinct ¢éaptains. 


City Prosecutor Asay, William Loeffler, John 


McCarthy, Superintendent of Streets; Frank 
J. Gaulter, Clerk of the Circuit Court; Henry 
F. Donovan, and others who stand near t 
Mayor, while not in the inner ring, ate neurer 
to the center than the majority of the others. 
John W. Lanehart is said to be the treasurer 
of the organization, or, as one of the mem- 
bers of the machine expressed it. he is the 
custodian of the shake down.“ Ald. John 
McGillen, Chairman of the County Central 
committee, is said to be too independent to 
suit the Mayor and is not received ‘into full 
fellowship on that account. 

With only few exceptions every Chairman 
and Secretary of the district organizations is a 
city or county empioyé or an offideholder. 
In the selectioh of the Chairmen a prodig- 
ious amount of preliminary work was neces. 
sary, for the disintregation of the ward or- 
ganizations and the combination of two or 
three wards into one district revived the 
factional feeling in and between the wards, 
and it was found necessary to map out the en- 
tire city with regard to the petty combines, 
cliques, and factions which made up the ward 
organizations. It was found impossible to 
reconcile all of the contending elements, so 
the organizers of the machine swept the 
boards clean with one bold movement and 
selected their men irrespective of the old 
ward organizations. In placing the leaders 
of the districts the organizers picked out two 
classes of men. 


Shrewd and ‘Ambitious Workers. 


In one class were the best, shrewdest, bright- 
est, most ambitious, and brainiest of the army 
of practical Democratic politicians; in the 
other class were the men who were pliable 
tools in the hands of the men who were the 
real power bebind the throne, the men who 
were willing and able to carry out the biddings 
of their superiors without question and with. 
out compunctions of conscience. Some of 
the latter class hold high offices in the City 
Hail, With these two groups before them the 
organizers of the machine located the Chair. 
men and Secretaries. In some cases the 
Chairman of the district is the undisputed 
leader of the Democracy of that district. In 
other cases he is the dummy which moves 
when the proper string is pulled by the Alder- 
man or ward committeeman, who is the real 
leader of the district. 

Even me Republicans admit that the Mayor 
was shrewd in keeping the members of his 
cabinet out of the machine. Corporation 
Counsel Rubens, Commissioner of Public 
Works Jones, Commissioner of Health Rey- 
nolds, Chief Engineer Artingstall, Superin- 
tendent of Police Brennan, Building Commis- 
sioner Eisendrath, and City Attorney Trude 
apparently are taking but littie interest in the 
campaign and none is doing any-active work. 

The Mayor chose his lieutenants from the 
lower walks of City Hall life wnen he picked 
out men whose names were on the city pay- 
rolls and who were supposed to be working 
for the city instead of the machine. The offi- 
ces of the Clerk of the Probate Court, the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the Clerk of 
the Superior Court furnished men for the dis- 
trict organizations.

chine, for, it is still avowed, it furnishes 
„jobs“ to those who can be useful. Mr. 
Crossette was Deputy Collector under Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector. Stone. He organized 
the Jeffersonian club of the Twenty-third 
Ward, but it failed to place him where he 
wished to be in politics and he moved to the 
South Side. i 


In Districts 3, 4, and 5. 


Henry Stuckart, Chairman of District No. 
3. is a hardware merchant in Archer avenue. 
He was defeated for South Town Assessor last 
spring, principally, it is said, decause of his 
intimate relations with Billg’’ O’Brien of 
the Sixth Ward. Thomas Byrne, Chairman 
of District No. 4, is Thumas Gahan’s partner 
in the contracts for sections G and H of the 
sanitary canal. He has never held office, and 
it is said he has no ambitions in that line. He 
is popular with tho Bohemians and Poles of 
the Twenty-ninth Ward, and he represents 
Thomas Gahan in the Stock-Yards district. 
Robert Mulcahy, Secretary of the district, 
besides being Alderman of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward, is an employé of the county. 

Thomas Gahan, Chairman of District 
No. 5, is one of the picturesque characters of 
the machine. He is a member of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission, has a number 
of public contracts, and at one time was tne 
idol of the Stock-Lards Democracy. He 
has beenin politics for years, At one time 
he was Supervisor of the Town of Lake and 
Chief of Police of the Town of Lake. 

Frank J. Gaulter, Chairman of the Seventh 
District, is Clerk of the Circuit Court. The 
Secretary of the district, Fred Teeple, was in 
the City Attorney’s office when Jacob J. Kern 
was City Attorney. He had the reputation of 
being a “ hustler’? and was regarded as a 
valuable man. He is a stanch admirer of 
Hopkins and holds a city ** job.” 

William Loeffler, Chairman of the Eighth 
District, is an ex-Alderman of the Kighth 
Ward. He was backed by Hopkins last spring 
for nomination as West Side Assessor, but the 
opposition led by Thomas Cusack and James 
J. Townsend turned Mr. Loeffler down. The 
fight was the beginning of the anti-Hopkins 
feeling. Mr. Loeffler was specially compli- 
mented by the County Central committee 
after he special Mayoral election last Decem- 
ber, for it passed resolutions thanking him 
for his work in the Eighth Ward. The nature 
of the work was not given in the resolutions, 
He is very intimate withthe Mayor and is said 
to have aspirations of a political nature which 
will crop to the surface next spring. 

Thomas Cusack is a sign-painter in the 
Ninth Ward. His selection as Chairman of 
the Ninth District- was said to indicate the 
fine diplomatic capabilities of the Mayor, for 
Cusack opposed him successfully in the last 
West Town convention. 

Frank J. Kilecrane, Chairman of the Tenth 
District, is West Town Supervisor. The Sec- 
retary of the district, M. J. O’ Donoghue, is 
chief clerk in the office of the Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court. 


Stephen D. Griffin’s Claims. 


Stephen D. Griffin, 
Eleventh District, is Clerk of the Superior 
Court. He is said to be the most efficient 
campaign worker in Chicago, The Secretary 
of the district, James McAndrews, ie Secre- 
tary of the Building Department. 

Edwin 8. Cummings, Chairman of the 
Twelfth District, isa master in chancery in 
the Superior Court. At one time he was the 
attorney for the West Town. The Secretary 
of the district, Joseph G. Schwab, was the first 
man Mayor Swift dischargea when he was ap- 
pointed Acting Mayor a year ago. He was 
also the first man Mayor Hopkins appointed 
and he is foreman of the city’s West Side 
pipe yards.

teenth District, is the city purchasing agent. 
Chairman Louis M. Custy of the Fourteenth 
District is a city employé and Aid, Kunz’s lieu- 
tenant, 

Col, Henry F. Donovan, Chairman of the 
Fifteenth District, it is said, haa strained the 
State Constitution in regard to officeholding. 
He is a Colonel attached to the Governor's 
staff; he is Inspector-Genera! of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard; he is the City Gas Inspector; he is 
President of the County School Board; he is 
the County Centrai Committeeman from the 
Twenty-first Ward, and editor of the Tagle. 
a weekly political paper. The Secretary of 
the district, Frank X. Brandecker, is City 
Collector, He is one of the most popular 
politicians on the North Side, 

Chairman Joseph F. Martin of the Sixteenth 
District is a member of the State Board of 
Equalization. The Secretary of the District, 
John P. Dougherty, is a clerk in the City En- 
gineer’s office and is an intimate friend of 
State Senator John F. O'Malley. At one 
time he was North Town’ Clerk. John W. 
Lanehart, Chairman of the Seventeenth Dis- 
trict and Treasurer of the machine, is Gov. 
Altgeld's nephew. 

The head of the Eighteenth District is Ald, 
John Powers, the political boss of the Nine.

A reporter for Taz Taisune paid a visit to 
the City Hall yesterday morning. The first 
elevator starts at 8 o’clock, and, as the ma- 
jority of the offices do not open up until an 
hour later, there are not many persons in 
the building at that time. At 9 o’clock every 
clerk is supposed to be at his desk. Tester 
day they came in singly and in pairs. Many 
of them had the appearance of typical ward 
heelers. The neatness and good manners 
which one may see about the clerks of large 
business establishments was lacking. Most 
of them smoked cigars and some were talking 
politics. Shortly after 9 o’clock a citizen 
went into City Sealer Burke’s ‘office to obtain 
some information. Behind the partition 
which divides the little room sat a young man 
stretched lazily in a chair. Auother strutted 
about the room whistling. Not until the citi- 
zen spoke did the young man deigh to stop 
his whistling, and then he made a curt reply. 
With the exception of afew days in a year 
there is little use or work for a city sealer. 
All day long the office is invaded by machine 
33 anxious to serve their masters.

At the Water Department. 


A call was made at the Water Department. 
There thirty-four men are kept at work get- 
t out bills for water taxes. At 9:15 
o’clotk the clerk who has charge of the 
Fourth Ward was eagerly perusing a morning 
paper and evidently gathering information 
about a fight which centers in the interest of 
Frank Scales and his reslection as Judge. 
The incandescent lights were spreading a 
sickly 2 through the room and the gleam 
of the dusky daylight was trymg to pierce the 
unwashed windows and the campaign pictures 
of Roger Sullivan. There seemed to be an 
abundance of campaign pictures, not alone 
on the windows but in the entire room. They 
were hung up in every imaginable place, but 
all of them were those of Democratic candi- 
dates.

Not 
alone in this room, but in nearly 
every other, campaign lithographs literally 
cover the walls. In the halis, the stairway, 
and about the elevators it is barely possible 
to see anvthing but Democratic likenesses in 
all moods.

But Mr. Lambin told him he could not and 
the delicate city employé, who, though he 
worked in the Water Department, was afraid 
of getting wet, reluctantly started to get his 
orders. Atthesouth end of the room he 
again stopped and for several minutes en- 
gaged his superior with the hardships which 
he was obliged to endure in the rain. 


Office Filled with Smoke. 


Building Commissioner Eisendrath's outer 
office was filled with smoke of bad odor. In 
this office contractors obtain the approval of 
plans. Inside the railing were a dozen men 
at 10 o’clock. Contractors, clerks, and build - 
ing inspectors were discussing various ques- 
tions and a citizen would have had hard work 
to attract the attention of the clerks, who are 
supposed to be there for the purpose of wait- 
ing on the public and draw pay for such sup- 
posed service. The quarters are too small 
for anything but legitimate transaction of 
business, and, crowded as they are, the noise 
of visitors must make work hard for those 
who even would make a practice of doing 
anything. 

Almost all day long the City Hall cor- 
ridors are filled with ward heelers and ward 
bums who stand about discussing politics or 
looking after jobs. peopie who have 
business there often find it inconvenient to 

ss these crowds of tiayor-soaked saloon 

abitués. With such a class of men as em- 
ployés and visitors how long could any mer- 
chant continue in business? The people of 
Chicago who pay taxes would be interested to 
know just exactly how far Mr. Hopkins has 
infused twenty-five years of his business ex- 
perience into the management of the city’s 
affairs.

There is no longer any reason to believe 
women will be prevented from voting.

The 
company may, however, deposit twice the 
amount of the claim with the court in which 
suit is brought, but it must then notify its 
own agents of the deposit having been made.

The Times re- 
views the registration figures, and observes 
that Chicago, just to spite New York. has 
raked its streets and avenues and its spreading 
fields and forests to bring the registration to 
its highest possible figure. t is easy 
enough, but futile. New York’s arguments 
will make no headway against Chicago’s 
shouting.””

NEWS OF THE EASTERN METROPOLIS. 


Big Decline in the Price of Cotton Causes 
Apprehension. 


New Yorn, Oct. 29.— The decline in the price 
of cotton going on now for more than a year, but 
accentuated within the last six weeks, has been 
watched with interest by dealers in this city. 
They generally are of the opinion’ that the drop 
in the price already has cost the South, taking 
the difference between values a year ago and what 
they are today, on the estimated crop of 9,000,- 
000 bales, $90,000,000. If the crop turns out 
10,000,000 bales, as many believe, the shrinkage 
and loss will measure up to $100,000,000.

QUIOK TIME TO THE BLACK HILLS. 


Northwestern’s Fast Mail Train a Flyer 
on Wheels. 


Hor Sprives, S. D., Oct, 29.—[Special. ]— 
Civilization advanced another step in the 
Black Hills region today. It was a long step. 
too, and by it the people residing in the cities 
and towns along the Fremont, Elkhorn and 
Missouri River Valley Branch of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railway were brought 
twenty-four hours nearer Chicago. This step 
was brought about by the new fast mail service 
oa the Northwestern, but the chief benefit to 
the eaterprising people of this prosperous re- 
gion is the fact that they will by it be en- 
abled to read the news of the day from the col- 
umns of Tue Taunus a whole day sooner 
than ever before. It has cut the distance be- 
tween Chicago and Deadwoodto thirty-two 
hours, and the distance between Hot Springs, 
the Carlsbad of the Northwest, and Chicago 
to twenty-six hours. 

The first.train bringing the mails and Tue 
Triscnz from Chicago on the new schedule 
arrived at Dead wood at 10:59 o’clock, one 
minute ahead of time, and at Mot Springs at 
8:05 o’clock this morning exactly on time. 
The platforms of the stations at each of these 
places were crowded with citizens 
wuen the train arrived and they welcomed 
it with hearty cheers. Another feature 
of the new service is that it brings New York 
within sixty hours of the Black Hills. The 
people of the Black Hills region, however, 
are not the only ones benefited. At 
Dakota Junction the train connects 
with a branch line running to Douglas and 
Fort Casper, Wyo., so that the inhabitants 
of those towns and intermediate points will 
be enabled to read Tue Tammo and to ob- 
tain their Chicago and Eastern mail from 
irene to fifteen hours sooner than hereto- 

ore. 

The people throughout Central and Western 
Nebraska will also derive benefit from 
this innovation on the part ot the 
Northwestern railway. At Fremont, Neb., 
the flyer connects with trains running on a 
branen line to Lincoln, Neb., and Hastings, 
Neb., getting the papers and mails into those 
and the other towns along the line from five 
to eight hours earlier than in the past. Tue 
Tammo will now be delivered to its Lincoln 
readers at 5 o’clock in the evening of the day 
of publication. 

At Fremont last night General Passenger 
Agent Buchanan of the Elkhorn came on 
board the flyer. At Buffalo Gap he had the 
special car carrying the representatives of the 
press switched off on the branch running to 
this city. Durmg the day he entertained the 
newspaper men with a coach ride through the 
wild and rugged hills surrourdi the town. 
In the morning the special car will be taken 
to Deadwood. 

Referring to the arrival of the flyer today 
the Hot Springs Herald has this to say: 

For the first time in the history of Hot Springs 
Chicago papers were received the day after they 
were printed, and at the same time it has been 
getting the —— from Omaha. General Pas- 
senger Agent Buchanan came in on the train and 
was specially pleased at the success of the initial 
trip of the new train.

whether the letter of the Constitution had 
been adhered to in making the publication; 
that the latter part «wf July or Ist of 
August he turned the matter over to 
one of his clerks the agrrange- 
ment was made to have the notice published 
in the State Register Morning Monitor of 
this city. But, whether the publication was 
duly made, he did not regard it of a charac. 
ter so essential as to invalidate the amend- 
ment it it receives the requiste number of 
votes. Assistant Attorney-General Newell 
was of the opinion the failure of the Secreta- 
ry of State to cause the publication to be duly 
made would not invalidate the amend- 
ment. He adds, however, that he does 
not know what Attorney-General Moloney 
will hold. ‘* The Constitution,” said Mr. 
Newell, provides a method for making 
amendments. The statute directs the Sec. 
retary of State to make certain publication, 
giving notice that the amendment is to be 
voted upon and the Secretary omits to do so. 
Is the whole machinery of the State to break 
down as aresult? Certainly not. I am of 


the opinipn that the statute requiring the | 


publication is directly only, and the omis- 
sion, if omission there is, will not prevent 
the people from voting upon the ques- 
tion at coming election. It was 
never the intention of the lawmakers 
to — a people to be deprived of their 
rights by the omission of a public servant in 
a matter of the most technical character, not 
in any wise affecting the merits of the ques- 
tion. It will be noticed that Senator Newell 
assumes that the whole question of publica- 
tion arises on the provisions of a statute, 
ignoring the fact that the Constitution itself 
provides that the publication shail be made 
at least three months before the élection. So 
far no one has been discovered who alleges 
that the publication was made three months 
in advance of the election. 


SIMS SAYS GANO IS A TRAITOR. 


Denies the Independent American Party Is 
Neurished by Hopkins. 

In Central Music Hall last night Prof. Wal- 
ter Sims made a denial of the charges that 
the Independent American Citizenship move- 
ment had been receiving money from the 
Democrats or that it had been started by 
Mayor Hopkins and furthered by him. He 
denounced Gano as a traitor, declared he was 
unworthy of belief, and wound up by charg- 
ing the whole blame on the Republicans, who, 
he claimed, were anxious to head the move- 
ment off because they were fearful of the 
party’s defeat.

McKinley arrived at the Chicago 
Beach Hotel at 6:10 p. ni. yesterday accom- 
panied by his brother-in-law, L. W. McWill- 
mms, Joseph P. Smith, State Librarian of 
Ohio; J. Frank Aldrich, and O. M. Tichenor, 
who had charge of the railroad arrangements 
to this city. The Governor and his party were 
met at the station by John M. Smyth, John 
W. C. Rohde, and Hugh R. Belknap, the Re- 
publican candidate for Congress in the Tnird 
District. Ou arriving at the hotel Gov. Mc. 
Kinley was taken to Suite 102, 104, the 
same which was occupied by Tom Reed while 
in the city. Here a light supper was served 
to the Governor and his guests, Mr. Aidrich 
and Mr. Beiknap. A number of the inem- 
bers of the Reception committee were in 
waiting at the hotel.

THE BOSS FIGHTING FOR HIS TOOL 
SCALES, 
It was stated in yesterday’s Record that—

2 but that Judge Scales’ reslection and 
the defeat ot the rest of the ticket 
meant a victory for the machine and the con- 
tinuance of the present Democratic organization. 
These words at any cost mean a great 
deal when uttered by a reckiess politician 
who, not content with the power he has, 


wants to add to it and to be boss over many 


things instead of one. But is it not about 
time for the Mayor to stop? Has not he gone 
far enough? Thisis not a city election. It 
is a county, State, and national one. There 
is no exouse for his meddling with either of 
them. To gratify his insatiate ambition he 
has meddled with all. He is the Mayor. He 
ought while holding office to confine himself 
to the enforcement of the laws and the ordi- 
nances. But sixce he and about 300 of his 
office-holders went to Sprmgtield last summer 
to force an unwelcome candidate for Senator 
oa the rural Democracy, he has been using 
the paid employés of the city for his own 
political purposes and thus has diverted the 
revenues of the city from public to private 
uses. 0 

The taxes are contributed by Republicans, 
Der ocrats, Populists, and Prohibitionists. 
They have a right to demand that those con- 
tributions be expended for manicipal and not 
for election purposes. They have a right to 
protest when their hired men are taken off 
their work and put at electioneermg for 
Scales, MacVeagh, or any other man. They 
have a right to demand that the Mayor stick 
to his business and not abandon it to manage 
State, national. and county elections. 

No predecessor of his ever did anything of 
that kind. ‘For that reason there is no statute 
forbidding it in terms and imposing a penalty 
for a violation. But there will be -uch a law 
if the next Legislature is not boss-ridden. 
There will- be one under which a Mayor who 
makes the city government an annex of a po- 
litical organization will be sent to the peni- 
tentiary, where he ought to be, while his hire- 
lings will oe sent to the jail or the bridewell, 
where they belong. 

Sceaies must ve redlected at any cost. No 
doubt Boss Hopkins is in earnest on that 
point, for “his boss-ship will come to the 
ground with a crash if he does not havea 
pliant tool through whom he may control the 
election machinery of the city. The boss 
needs that machinery for local and for State 
purposes, for the city casts a third of the votes 
in the State. 

But what an outrage it is to use the em- 
ployés and thus the revenues of the city to 
elect Scales. Think of 12,000 men being 
taken from their legitimate work and set to 
doing something they are not paid to do and 
attempting by fair means and foul to settle 
the result of elections with which as city em- 
ployés they have nothing whatever to do. 
Where is the authority for ordering the police- 
men from their duties to work for Scales and 
against hig competitor? It is true that Hop- 
kins’ interests as a boss demand the election 
of Scales, but be has no more authority to 
use the police force for that purpose than to 
march them into Will County to endeavor to 
secure the election of Representatives who 
will vote for MacVeagh. 

It is against the law fora man to use for 
his own purposes property which has been 
intrusted to him to use in a specified man- 
ner, It should be against the law for a 
Mayor to use for his own private purposes 

the powers intrusted to bim to be used for 
the berefit of the whole people. It would be 
a nice thing for Hopkins to stick a United 
States Senator in one pocket, and stick four 
or five Congressmen inthe other. It would 
be very convenient for him to own thirty 
Cook County legislators who would not dare 
to say yea or nay till they had telegraphed 
him for instructions. It would be most de- 
sirable for him to have a creature of his se- 
lection as County Judge, another as County 
Clerk, and another as Sheriff. It would bea 
good thing for him to be the proprietor of a 
majority of the County Buard. His vaulting 
ambition would be pleased if title followed 
title as with Macbeth—if he couid be Boss of 
Chicago, Boss vf Cook County, Boss of Iiii- 
nois. 

The people, however, cannot afford it. 
They éannot allow all the functions of civic 

government to remain in abeyance while 
Hopkins is meddling unlawfully with a va- 
riety of elections. They cannot afford to be 
deprived of the services uf the polite and other 
public servants. And more than that they 
cannot allow fraud and corruption to reign at 
the polls. If the purity and honesty of the 
ballot-box are tampered with the foundation 
stone of American liberties and institutions 
is shaken. That cannot be permitted, no 
matter how much Hopkins may have the 
election of Scales at heart. There must be 
honest elections, even though such elections 
involve the defeat of MacVeagh and Sullivan 
and other Hopkinsites. 

If the voters permit Hopkins to fill every 
office with his underlings, to control the elec- 
tion machinery, to control the Legislature, to 
be potent in the county offices, and in the 
grand jury room, how can they shake off the 
yoke of the boss except by a revolution? Now 
is the time to crush him before his empire 
is firmly established. A week from today 
the people should set the seal of their con-

‘pamoonarto BLOW AT WESTERN FARM-. 


For several years past the culture of béets 
and the manufacture of beet-root sugar have 
been in process.of rapid development in Ger- 
many. The manufacture of a surplus for ex- 
port was encouraged by a government bounty, 
which in 1890 amounted to about 0.9 cent 
per pound for raw, and a little more than 136 
for refined, but has been decreased since then 
with a supposed lessened need of stimulus. 
In 1890-’91 factories to the number of 406 
used up 10,623,319 metrie tons of beets, 
from which they produced 1,284,485 metric 
tons of raw sugar and 263,004 of molasses. 
The offerings of German retined sugar in En- 
gland became so large as to demoralize the 
home trade, and the British refiners tried to 
induce their government toaccord them some 
measure of protection. but nothing came of 
the movement, the request not being in ac- 
cordance with the British policy of free trade. 

Under our old tariff of 1883 the United 
States iin posed a duty on both raw and refined 
sugar. In 1890 we made raw sugar unde: 
the No. 16 Dutch standard absolutely free, 
but imposed a duty on refined for the purpose 
of giving protection to the American refiner, 
with an additional differential duty against 
refined sugar on which a bounty had been 
paid, Having raw sugar on the free list Mr. 
Blaine proceeded to use it for the purpose of 
procuring reciprocal benefits from Germany, 
and succeeded in obtaining them on several | 
important articles, including wheat, pork, and 
beef products. Then the Democrats under- 
took their tariff tinkering, and imposed a duty 
of 40 per cent ad valorem on all raw sugar, 
with Ig cent extra on refined and a differential 
of a tenth of a cent per pound on a¥ sugar on 
which a bounty had been paid directly or in- 
directly. 

This action stirred up the German Govern- 
ment. It had not objected at all to the extra 
duty in the law of 1890 on refined sugar, as 
its people had not sent much of it to this 
country. and probably would not have sent us 
any great quantities of refined sugar under 
any circumstances. But the imposing of a 
duty on their raw sugar, of which they had 
been sending us enormous quantities, affected 
them profoundly. The first result of the 
change in our policy with respect to Germany 
is seen in the order of last week to exclude 
American cattle and fresh beef. Of zourse 
the German Government did not assign the 
true reason for making this order. There is 
ne Texas fever among our cattle, and if there 
were the inspection arrangements in this 
country would prevent any danger from that 
cause to the people of the Fatherland. But 
neither did Secretary Gresham assign the 
true reason when he notitied our Minister to 
German, of the action ct our government in 
imposing the duty on sugar. 

The real reason why we imposed this differ. 
ential on German raw sugar was a desire to 
satisfy the sugar trust. The trust had its own 
peculiar reasons for having the bill drawa in 
that way, and one of its officials wrote that 
part of the bill which relates to the sugar du- 
ties. It was done in the interest of a cor- 
poration which makes six-figure contribu- 
tions to the Democratic campaign fund, and 
the left-hand figure not a unit at that; a cor- 
poration which buys from the Democratic 
party the privilege of writing the tariff legis- 
lation of the United States; a concern the 
President of which, with some other of its 
officers, now is under indictment at Wasb- 
ington for having weddled in legislation. 
Secretary Gresham did not state this real 
reason for the action of our government, and 
so the German Government did not feel 
called upon to state its real reason for ex- 
cluding our cattle and beef, nor will it do so 
in regard to our pork and wheat when it takes 
action in regard to those articles, 

The country was just beginning to uader- 
stand the importance of our export of wheat, 
pork, and beef to Germany when the Demo- 
crates ruthlessly sacrificed it. The trade in 
beef had not amounted to much, but that in 
other articles was large, and promising to 
grow in volume to the great advantage of the 
American farmer. In thus losing a market 
for an important part of his eurplus he not 
only has to forego the eale cf what would 
have been sent to Germany, but is a loser by 
a decline: in the prices of all that he hus to 
sell because an increase of surplus is a power- 
ful factor in determining a decrease in the 
selling value of each unit of volume. There 
was no valid excuse for the action which has 
called out this action by Germany, which 
doubtless will be followed by the exclusion of 
the other articles named. Our government 
could give no good reason why it should not 
continue to admit the bcuntied raw sugar of 
Germany so long as it had to pay the 40 per 
cent duty imposed on sugar coming from 
other countries. Our people do not pay the 
bounty. Itis paid by foreigners, who ought 
to be allowed to ship to us all the raw sugar 
they wantto send under the ‘regular rate of 
duty. It makes no difference to our people 
how much bounty-paid sugar comes in. 

The Democratic managers destroyed the 
German market for American farm products 
just because of their corrupt bargain with the 
sugar trust, and this interesting fact never 
should be forgotten by the farmers. Of 
course we can say nothing against the Ger- 
man Government for its action in this matter. 
We have no right to denounce it, as its con- 
duct is perfectly natural. The United States 
Government struck the first blow and we can- 
not find fault with Germany for hitting back. 
All that remains for the American people to 
do in the case is to aim a heavy return blow 
at the Democratic party, which was guilty of 
this piece of wanton deviltry in selling out 
the farmers and the rest of the people to the 
nefarious sugar trust. 


GERMAN AND ENGLISH GOVERNMENT 
METHODS. 

Numerous reasons are assigned for the res- 
ignation of Count von Caprivi, Chancellor of 
the German Empire. These reasons may 
have had some direct or indirect bearing 
upon the sudden change, but unquestionably 
the real cause i@to be found in the fact that 
the Chancellor did not have a majority be- 
hind him in the Reichstag to carry out the 
personal policy of the Emperor and that Von 
Capriviin reality was dismissed from the 
Emperor’s service. It was a personal act 
in this case as it was in Bismarck’s, though 
the cause in the latter case was different. 

The dismisgal of the Chancellor illustrates 
a weak spot in the German governmental 
system, especially when it is compared with 
the English system. In England a man with 
a majority in the House of Commons be- 
comes Premier; in Germany a man is se- 
lected from the outside who must build up a 
majority in the Reichstag out of the hetero- 
geneous political odds and ends in that body. 
He must be aman who has tet and skill 
enough to make a majority out of this parti- 
san hodge-podge which shall carry out the 
Ewperor’s measures. In other words the 
Emperor wants a Premier who can rally 
votes enough to set his policies in operation, 
while in England the majority in the House 
of Commons carries out its own meacures. 

Whatever party may happen to be in power 
in the Englisn Parliament one member of 
that party, preéminent for ability, executive 
talent, and other necessary qualities of lead-

DANGEROUS POPULIST DELUSIONS. 
Too little attention has been paid by Demo- 
cratic demagogues and Democratic dema- 
gogue newspapers to the dangerous and de- 
structive doctrines of the Populists as 


preached by * Bloody Bridles Waite and 


others, or to tho frightful consequences that 
would result from a carrymg of those 
doctrines into practice. Instead of jumping 
right in and exposing the frauds and fallacies 
of the Populists and explaining to the igno- 
rant rank and file of that crowd the miserable 
way in which they are being seduced to their 
own ruin, the Democrats have dallied and 
paltered because afraid of losing votes for 
their own ticket.

Some of this 
cowardice also has been shown by the more 
weak-kneed of the Republican politicians, 
who ought, especially in, sections where the 
people are tainted with Populist sentiments, 
to have shown up the bad consequences that 
would follow the putting of those ideas into 
practice. 

Waite and the other fellows who indorse the 
Omaha platform, which he helped to formu- 
late, want to cut down the value of the money 
of the United States one-half, They pretend 
they wish to increase the quantity of the 
money in circulation, but they propose to re- 
duce its quality so that the dollar will buy 
only half as much as at present, and this they 
claim would benefit the laboring classes, In- 
asmuch as money is worth what it will buy, 
no more and no less, their remedy would de 
far worse than the alleged disease to be cured. 
Under free coinage the silver dollar would 
buy but half as much as it will purchase to- 
day, so thaf even if the gold were not driven 
out there would be a reduction of 300 mill- 
ions in the actual working value of the silver 
money. According to Waite this is equal to 
the entire annual production of silver in the 
world, so that at the best it would take a year 
to testore to the aggregate of our silver 
money the buying power it has today, and 
then other years would be occupied in mak- 
ing amends for the shrinkage in the buying 
power of the paper currency and for the dis- 
appearauce of all the gold money from 
among us. Waite grumbles at the interest 
he has to pay now, but he would have to pay 
more under such conditions or go without the 
use of come m oney. 

He professes to think he could get over this 
difficulty by the issue of flat scrip.“ But 
neither he nor Dr. McGlynn explains the 
peculiarity of this proposed scrip which 
would distinguish it from all otber kinds of 
paper money. While those other kinds are 
promises to pay real money, the staff Waite 
wants would not be a promise to pay anything 
at any time. It simply is to consist of an 
enormous number of pieces of paper, each of 
which will bear on ita face the statement that 
it isa named number of dollars. Such stuff 
would not be worth five cents on the dollar. 
it would be worth no more than other pieces 
of paper of the same size, ornamented with 
the same pictures, but destitute of the claim 
to be mon. If we should take an old. 
fashioned copper cent and stamp on it the 
words, This is a dollar,“ there would be 
laughter from everybody, and no one would 
laugh more loudly than the Populists at the 
manifest absurdity of the thing. But for 
some inscrutable reason they fancy that a 
piece of paper similarly marked would have

Waite-Mc- 
Glynn singie tax scheme for confiscating the 
rental or selling value of every man’s prop- 
erty the rent to be paid to the government 
also would be made payable in this fiat scrip, 
not worth the cost and trouble of collecting 
it, as the men doing the collecting would ia- 
sist on being paid in better money.“ How 
would the poor man be benefited by that?

It is stated by a city paper which tries to 
be as no-party as possible that the word has 
gone out that Scales must be elected at any 
cost. The way in which itis to be done is 
atated thus: 


It was reported yesterday that a great deal of 
the money which has been piling up since last 
April as a campaign fund would be used to ‘‘fix” 
asmany Republican judges as possible to re- 
elect Judge Scales. The People’s party vote, ac- 
cording to a well-informed authority.is to be 
juggied in favor of Scales, but it has been fig- 
ured out that the votes taken away from Jesse 
Cox will not be enough to offset Carter’s ylural- 
ity and that it will be necessary to: count Carter 
votes for Scales.

HOPKINS’ INTIMIDATION POLICY. 

The intimidation poliey formulated in the 
Hopkins fraud department and executed by 
the police is bearing fruit of a different kind 
from that anticipated dy the modern Alex- 
ander.

methods of Southern Bourbon bulidozmg im- 
ported into Chicago by Hopkins and his fraud 
department. After Laving in vain sought to 
capture the colored vote by giving a few eol- 
ored men a place on the pay-rolle the police 
have been instructed to arrest the negroes, 
and thus to bulldoze them out of their rights 
as citizens. Twoor three hundred of them, 
the large majority of whom are old residents 
and property-owners, have thus been arrested. 
This scandalous and high-handed attempt to 
bulldoze the colored voters also has had an 
effect the fraud department and Boss Hopkins 
did not anticipate. The colored preachers of 
Chicago without exception Sunday night

Sensational Report to the Council of the 
Civie Federation. 

The Thirty-second Ward Council of the 
Civic Federation last night at No. 592 Forty- 
third street heard a report from its Commit- 
tee on Sanitary Inspection. The report stated 
the ward had been divided into four sections, 
Cottage Grove avenue and Forty-seventh 
street being the dividing lines, and that each 
section had been placed in charge of a mem- 
ber of the committee, whose duty was to sub- 
divide his section and place each subdivision 
under the charge of a public-spirited citizen 
willing to codperate in thé work. The report 
was as follows: 


The Committee-on Sanitary Inspection respect- 
fully submits the following report on streets and 
altteys. We have had quite a number of well- 
attended committee meetings for the purpose of 
perfecting as speedily as sible an effective or- 
ganization, through the stréngth and vigilance of 
which the alleys and streets of the Thirty-second 
Ward shall kept sweet and clean. not for a 
day or week only, but continuously from Jan- 
uary to December. To accomplish this it has 
been deemed best to divide the ward into four 
sections, Cottage Grove avenue and Forty-sev- 
enth street being the dividing lines, and to 
place each section in charge of a member of 
this committee, whose duty it shall be to sub- 
divide his section into smaller ones, and place 
in charge reliable and public-spirited citizens 
willing to codperate in this important work. It 
shail be a further duty of these division inspec- 
tors at least once in two weeks to make a person- 
al inspection of their respective divisions and re- 
port the result of these inspections to this com- 
mittee for action. 

e 22 to distribute throughout the ward 
complaint postal cards „ he address of 
this councii, and hope through this means to be 
kept constantly informed of all dereliction of 
scavenger duties, inadequate scavenger service, 
and of whatever may a menace to the public 
health. 

The following are a few of the conditions 
which the Chairman of this committee and Mr. 
John A. Jameson found existing in southeast 
division of the ward last Saturday: In the 
alley between Kimbark and Monroe avenues, in 
the rear of Nos. 5465 and 5477 Kimbark avenue, 
the garbage boxes are full and the odor is un- 
bearable. We were informed by the neighbors 
that the public scavenger calls about once in two 
weeks, and that diphtheria has been prevalent 
along this alley. One woman declare | that dur- 
ing the summer the. garbage was so neglected 
that the boxes were alive with worms. 

Mr. Kanner, who has a livery stable in the alley 
between Fifty-third and Fifty-fourth streets, says 
the scavengers remove the ports from this 
alley about once in three weeks. r. Storms of 
No. 5227 Jefferson avenue, says the same about 
rear of Lake avenue, between Fifty-seeond and 
Fifty-third streets, which we found in very bad 
condition. ; 

You are all probably acquainted with the char- 
acter of the neighborhood in Drexel boulevard, 
between Forty-seventh and Forty-eighth streets, 
and recall the tless sore of the ele- 
gant homes in lock. je went behind the 
scenes, into the a , and there found filth, rot- 
tenness, and sten * Sonat overflowing 
and leaking, and débris of all kind lying on the 
ground. Mr. Siawson of No. 18 Forty-seventh 
street court. the side windows of whose residence 
open into the alley, declares the scavengers are 
irregulaf in their trips, and the present state of 
affairs has existed for over one week. The ac- 
cumulation of gurbage in this alley demands at 
ieast three removals a week. These are but a 
few of such instances noted by us, and we have 
received from other sources a long list of cases 
needing rompt attention. This committee is or- 
ganiz for work, and we propose to keep the 
streets and alleys of the Thirty-cecond Ward 
clean, and ask the aid of every one living in the 
ward.

At Viroqua, Wis., He Confesses to Having 
Induced Miss Mary Jonas to Het Her- 
self=She Did This in the Superstitious 
Belief That the Rope Would Strangle 
Buxton’s Wife, of Whom She Was Mad- 
ly Jealous, Instead of Herselfi-The

Murderer Is Sentenced. 


Vmogva, Wis., Oct. 29.—[Special.]—S. S. 


Buxton, arrested yesterday for the murder of 
Miss Mary A. Jonas, who was found hanging 
in her home, seven miles from here, last Sun- 
day, confessed the crime and had a prelimi- 
nary hearing, to avoid being lynched, at 12 
o’clock last night, pleaded guilty in court this 
morning, and tonight he began to serve his 
life sentence at Waupun. ; 

In his confession Buxton, who is a married 
man, says, knowing Miss Jonas was supersti- 
tious. he made her. believe that he was the 
messenger of a witch. He brought her letters 
purporting to be froin the witch and by this 
means gained her affections. The woman was 
led to believe by the witch that Buxton would 
get adivorce from his wife and marry her. 
Buxton finally resolved to get rid of her and 
again used the witchcraft. He made her be- 
lieve if she would hang herself until appar- 
ently dead the spirit of the witch would pro- 
duce the same effect on his wife with the ex- 
ception that it would kill his wife. She con- 
sented to try that means of killing Mrs. Bux- 
ton. 

Three weeks ago Buxton hanged the woman 
to a rafter, but his heart failed, and he let her 
down without injury. Oct. 21 he told Miss 
Jonas that when she was hanged it almost 
killed his wife, and that if they would try 
again and he would let her hang longer it 
would be sure to kill his wife. The woman 
consented to the trial. Thé rope was fast- 
ened around a rafter and then around the 
womun's neck, while she stood on a chair. 
He pushed her off the chair and held her fast 
until she died, 

Before he kicked the chair from under her 
Buxon had tied the woman’s hands behind 
her back. She had such confidence in him 
and such faith in the witch that she never 
winced, but went bravely to her death. Bux- 
ton then went down-stairs and took from her 
handbag $20 that he found there. He re- 
turned and untied the woman's hands, and 
soon left the house and went to his own house. 

The absence of smoke from the chimney of 
the little farmhouse and the generally desert- 
ed appearance of the place last week caused 
the neighbors to think that Miss Jonas was 
Ul. Accordingly last Thursday several persons 
went to the house and made an investigation. 
They forced their way into the lower rooms, but 
everything there appeared in the usual order. 
The invaders made their way to the second floor 
and the first object that met their sight was 
the body of Miss Jonas. A rope was around 
her neck, and passing over a rafter of the un- 
plastered room suspended the lifeless form in 
such a position that the toes nearly touched 
the floor. While the surroundings and posi- 
tion of the body pointed to suicide, a Cor- 
oner’s jury decided that death was due to un- 
known causes. 

Daniel Jonas, a brother of the dead woman, 
arrived in Viroqua Friday in response to a 
telegram conveying the news of his sister’s 
death. He heard the stories of the neigh- 
bors, followed up several clews that seemed 
to indicate that his sister had not 
died as appearances indicated that she 
had, and came to the conclusion that a mur- 
der had been committed. Saturday he vis- 
ited the office of the District Attorney, and 
at the request of the officials awore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of Samuel S. Buxton for 
the murder of his sister. He accompanied 
Sheriff Silbaugh, Deputy Goodell, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Smith to the scene of the trag- 
edy. The officers arrested Buxton. who 
lives near by, and took him to the home 
of Miss Jonas, where they endeavored to draw 
from him a confession. He strenuously de- 
nied all connection with the crime, but in 
talking about Miss Jonas said that when he 
left her she always took a round piece of pa- 
per from her shoe. This led the officers to 
believe that he was with the woman when she 
died. A nightin the jail weakened Buxton 
and he broke down and made a full confes- 
sion.

PREVIOUS OPINION. 


| Decree Giving the Father Custody of Their 


_ Child, Leslie Carter Jr.—Mrs, Carter 
Says the Decision Is Not Final and 
Never Will Be FinaleHistory of the 
Long-Fought Litigation=Attorneys Say 
the Matter Is Settled Definitely and 
Forever. 


The Supreme Court of the State yesterday 
gave its final decision in the Carter divorce 
case by tiling a reaffirmation of its previous 
opinion affirming the decree in favor of Les- 
lie Carter and awarding him the sole custody 
of the child, Leslie Jr. 

This final opinion was written by Justice 
Craig. Justice Scholfield, now dead, and ex- 
Justice Shope, nowa practicing lawyer in 
Chicago, dissented from the conclusion 
reached by a majority of the court three 
years ago. At that time Justice Baker hand- 
ed in a written opinion in which he 
stated he concurred in affirming the 
judgment of the court below, but dissented 
from some of the reasonmg employed. In 
this final decision it is rumored that one 
Judge dissented. The name of Justice 
Baker is mentioned in this connection. The 
full court is composed of the following 
Justices: Craig, Bailey, Magruder, Baker, 
Witkin, Phillipps, and 9 — 

The decision brings the case to an end, al- 
though Mrs, Carter strenuously asserts that 
it is by no means settled or terminated. Mrs. 
Carter was seen at the Victoria Hotei yester- 
day. She said, among other things: This 
decision has not altered the state of things at 
all. Itis exactly what I expected.’ This de- 
cision has not been reached on legal grounds 
at oll, but purely on sentiment and teeling. 
But it is not final. It never will be final. 


It Is Settled Forever. 


Luther Laflin Mills received the news of 
the decision from a reporter of Tun Trisunz 
and said: Then it settles the case definitely 
and forever.”’ 

. Loesch said: The action of the 
Supreme Court today means that it stands 
by the first opinion which it gave on Nov. 2, 
1891. ‘The history of the case is as follows: 
May 22, 1889. after a five weeks’ trial, a 
jury sitting in the Superior Court and pre- 
bert Jamieson, then a Judge 
of the Superior Court, brought in a verdict, 
finding for Mr. Carter on all issues. Edwin 
Walker, Luther Laflin Mills, and F. J. 
Loesch were attorneys for Mr. Carter in the 
trial. Ex-Judge Sidney Smith, W. J. Hynes, 
and D. W. Morrison (now Assistant State’s- 
Atterney). were attorneys for Mrs, Carter. 
Mrs. Carter’s motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled and a decree entered by Judge Jamie- 
son upon the verdict of the jury, 
giving a divorce to Mr. Carter 
and giving the sole custody of 
the child of the marriage to Mr. Carter. 


This child is now a boy of 13 years of 


Mrs. Carter appealed from this decree to 
Appellate Court; that court sustained the 
decree of the..court below. Mrs. Carter 
then took an appeal to 
Court of the State, and that appeal was 
argued orally before a full bench in October, 
1890, Nov. 2, 1891, the Supreme Court 
filed its opinion, affirming the decree of the 
Superior Court and judgment of the Ap- 
pellate Court and held there were no material 
errors in the record which would 
warrant sending the case back for a new trial. 
Mrs. Carter then applied for a rehearing in 
the Supreme Court. and in March, 1892, the 
court granted a rehearing and ordered a re- 
argument of the case. This was had upon 
printed briefs, and the case was taken under 
advisement by the court and held until this 
time. We are informed that it now has 
simply refiled the opinion which was filed in 
November, 1891, having come to the con- 
clusion evidently that the first opinion was 
good law. The result of this is the de- 
cree granted by the Superior Court is now 
final and the custedy of his son will remain 
with Mr. Carter according to the decree of the 
Superior Court.“ 
Carter Hears the News. 


Leslie Carter wad seen at his office in the

all he looked young and hand- 
in his eighteenth century costume. 
He himself would be surprised to be told his pro- 
fileis Wash ian—suggesting in miniature the 
Father of his Country—yet this is only recording 
one of the earliest of one’s impressions. It would 
have been too much to expect that he would be 
entirely without self iousness as he is when 
he flings himself into the whirlpool of fun. 
But he held himself in firm control and he was 
reposeful even when he stood at the center of the 
stage on his first entrance, while he held what 
might pass for a pose. The first aside was 
spoken, one thinks, too confidentimlly, too famil- 
iarly to the audience for the dignity of the com- 
edy. Then, again, when the British merchant 
hinted about the actor’s givirig up the stage Mr. 
Goodwin used that indignant theatrical tone, 
which one never likes to hear him utter because 
it is a conventional one, not one springing from 
the heart. The machinery of the emotional actor 
is within this comedian’s grasp, and he knows 
it; but one firmly belies he does not exert the 
magic of sensibility except when he feels it, as 
he did in the last interview with Ada Ingot in the 
third act when he melted his audience to tears. 
This is the reason why one hesitates 
to praise any marksod emotional passage 
in his acting; for when he relies on the shell of 
mimicry he produces no effect whatever; and 
when the sentiment floods his soul it floods the 
soul alsa, of his audience. One resented, then, 
a too familiar aside and once too strong a 
tinge of declamation as the only faults of the 
new Garrick in Act I.; and these were destined 
to be amply redeemed. The costume was be- 
coming, but there is this criticism to be 
made—it was too painfully new. The 
boots and gloves were, perhaps, too 
Glossy. David's other name, it must be 
remembered, was Garrick, not PFendering. 
And here let one say, while speaking of clothes, 
that the play was set in excellent taste by Napier 
Lothian Jr., being remarkable for its unobtru- 
siveness rather than its archeological accuracy. 
There was only one jarring mote in the first in- 
terior, and that was the small French clock—an 
anomaly—on the mantelpiece. 

No less than four times Mr. Modwin was called 
out after the first act; and the audience, which 
was not only large but fashionable, was evi- 
dently greatly pleased with him. Mr. Goodwin's 
imitation of the tipsy scene was boisterous, full 
of animal spirits, but unmarred by any exhibition 
of bad taste. The kicking of one character was 
a mistake. The exit is perhaps a little too violent: 
at all events it willbe easy to key down the 
scene a littie if itsenergy be found supera- 
bundant. In this act Mr. William Ingersoll was 
called upon as Squire Chivy to portray genuine 
drunkenness, and he carried it off capitally. Ex- 
tremely easy in the earlier scenes and fair in the 
last was Mr. Robert G. Wilson, who was natural 
as Ada Ingot's father. Miss Lilla Vane had not 
an enviable role in that of the frequentiy fainting 
heroine; but she enacted it with cortectnes if not 
with an effusion of sweetness. 

It was in the library scenein the third and last 
act that Mr. Goodwin carried the hearts of his 
hearers by storm; and it was in a simple inter- 
view in which the voice was not once lifted. It 
is loudness that this actor is to avoid, for it is 
only when he employs a loud tone that he affects 
the theatrical. Onehas never heard the address 
to Ada better delivered in the last act than it 
was by Nat Goodwin. Whether Mr. 
Goodwin will deliver this passage 
with equal felicity on future occasions one will 
not guarantee; but those who heard him last 
night may say they saw revealed in his nature a 
depth which few of them suspected. Mr. Good- 
win afterwards appeared as Mr. Golightly io 
Lend Me Five Shillings.”

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EXHIBITION OF AMBRIOAN PAINT- 
INGS AND SCULPTURE. 


Large Company in Attendance at the Open- 
ing at the Art Institute Last Even- 
ing=Distinetly American Tone in the 
Subjects — Reminiscences of the Fair 
Are Conspicucus=Show of Sculpture Is 
Small, but Well Worth Seeing=The Ex- 
hibition WII Close Dec. 17. 


At the Art Institute last evening were cele- 
brated the opening of the seventh annual ex- 
hibition of paintings and sculpture by Ameri- 
can artists, the formal opening of the mag- 
nificent collection of pictures in the Henry 
Field meworial-room. and the seventeenth 
annual reception by the institute. 

The directors of the institute, holding the 
people had come to see the picture, made the 
evening as free as possible from formality. 
Folks devoted to art, to literature, and to so- 
ciety came and looked, admired, exchanged 
civilities, and listened to a pleasant orchestral 
program. 

This is the first time the exhibition has been 
held in the fall. and the first one, of course, to 
be held in the new institute. There were over 
3,000 invitations sent out to governing and 
annual members and their friends, and it 
seemed as if they had all accepted. The main 
galleries and corridors of the iastitute were 
especialiy decked for the evening with palms 
and foliage planta. The collection has been 
placed in the southern rooms on the second 
floor. The paintings have been hung in five 
rooms. There are in ali 339 of them, and in 
the main corridor of the second floor there is 
the display of sculpture—forty pieces. 

All of this work, of course, is by American 
citizens, but the records show these citizens 
are scattercd pretty widely now. One hun- 
dred and forty-five of them live in the United 
States, forty-six of them being in Ilinois. Of 
those who dwell abroad thirty-six live in 
Paris. As for their nativity they come from 
the ends of the earth, from England, Germa- 
ny, France, Switzerland, ali the European 
nations, from the Azores, and from Canada. 
But they ure all Americans now. There ure 
136 men and forty-six women in the list of 
exhibiters. 

Much has already been said about the pict- 
ures from a critical standpoint. But there is 
one thing especially about them that is caicu- 
lat to impress and please the layman. 
There is a distinct American tone through 
thein all—an unusual proportion have Ameri- 
can subjects. There are bits of characteristic 
city life, sketches uf home lands and home 


| waters, there are typifications of Western and 


of Indian life, and portraits of American men 
and women. 

Among some of-the pictures of which the 
papers have had little to ay | so far is a taking 
one by Charles Francis Brown, a Chicago 
urtist. It is a hazy weather peep at Bass 
Lake, Ind. Another close to home landscape 
is by Jeannette Buckley. It is On the Kan- 
kakee. Then Edwin Evans, a native of 
Utah, has done a harvest scene in a valiey of 
his Territory that strikes the attention. There 
isa view of Long Island Sound from the 
Connecticut shore by Hayden of Boston; 
also some Fox River vistas by Lydia Purdy 
Hess, a Michigan girl, who has studied under 
Lasar, Laugee, Deiance, and Dupre; but who 
is able to find subjects at home. Hugh Bol- 
ton Jones has two New England landscapes. 
Richard Lorenz of Milwaukee dispiays a 
picture of the West—a red-shirted cowboy 
and his bronco at a water hole. It is as true 
to life as anything in the exhibition. Another 
Western picture, by Howard Russell Butler. 
is ** Rurales Crossing the Yantepec,.”’ It is a 
fine piece of work, showing a band of the 


picturesque irre ular Mexican cavairy issu- 
ing from an olrhacienda. 
, Reminiscences of the Fair. 


Then there is some work that will especially 
interest Chicago folks—reminiscences of the 
World’s Fair. Charles Curran bas nineteen 
tiny paintings on this subject, and every oue 
of them is worthy attention. Curran has 
chosen the twilight, the foggy days, the var 
colored blaze of the illumination nights for 
his work—and every one knows it was under 
these circumstances the White City showed in 
its gratideur. There are views in this coliec- 
tion of the Statue of the Republic, ghostly in 
the fog of evening; of the Peristyle aflame 
with prismatic fires, of the fountains, and of 
the Administration dome under the search 
lights. Another artist who has been studying 
in Jackson Park is Oliver Bennett, He has 
sent in two smail paintings—one of a corner 
of the Manufactures Buildmg; another, a 
giimpse of the Wooded Island. 

There is in the exhibition cosmopolitan 
breacth of subject and treatment. Of the ex- 
hibiters 103 have studied in Paris, and others 
have had schooling in Munich, in Dusseldorf, 
Weimar. Florence, Antwerp, Norway, and 
Copenhagen. The influence of the impres- 
sionist shows here in all its lividness. 


Show of Sculpture, 


The show of sculpture is small, but it is de- 
cidedly worth seeing, though naturally the 
exhibiters are nearly all local: Edward 
Kemeys is the largest contributor. He has 
eleven pieces, all bronze reliefs save one. 
These, too, are distinct'y American in sub- 
ject—relief portraits of old ane Bull, the 
Sioux fighter; of Left Hand, the Cheyenne; 
and of Lone Wolf, the Kiowa; studies of the 
cougar and the buffalo. Carl RohL-Smita, 
Lorado Taft, and Emil Wuertz are all repre- 
sented. Bessie Onahotema Potter has a fine 
collection of plaster portraits. 

The exhibition will close Dec. 17. It is ex- 
pected to be the most successful of the series 
of seven. The fact of its being held in the fall 
instead of in the spring. it is believed, will 
contribute to that, both because it is possible 
to arouse more popular interest and because 
this opening follows closely the closing of the 
Paris salon, trom which many paintings have 
been sent. These have been secured by Miss 
Sarah T. Hallowell, the Paris agent of the 
Institute. It is intended to make this Insti- 
tute exhibition the successor of the fail dis. 
play in the old Exposition Building, of which 
Miss Hallowell was for so many years director.

PROTEST AGAINST GERMANY’S ACTION. 


Secretary Gresham Takes UDiplomatic 
Notice of the Cattle Embargo. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Oct. 29.—Secretary 
Gresham has made an extremely strong rep- 
resentation to the German Government to the 
injustice to the United States of the recent 
order prohibiting the importation of Ameri- 
can cattle and fresh meat into Germany. He 
has protested that the action, which is so 
severe a blow toa great American industry. 
was taken without sufficient evidence of the 
existence of disease among the cattie exported 
from the United States, or its contagious 
character or harmful! effects. 

The Secretary and the German Ambassador 
were in conference at the State Department 
today on the subject, and the Minister trans- 
mitted the protest to his home government, 
promising it should receive careful consider- 
ation. re is some reason to hope our gov- 
ernment may be able to secure a suspension 
of the order for a time at least to afford op- 
portunity for further investigation. 

One of tae secretaries of the German Em- 
bassy when asked today about German ex- 
clusion of American meats and the protest 
against that action by Secretary Gresham, 
cited the recent interview with a Chicago 
meat packer to the effect that we were send-

Students Say Unjust Examinations Cause 
“Cribbing” Sometimes. 

The professors came in for a share of blame 
for the existence of “cribbing” at the North- 
western University yesterday afternoon. A 
meeting of students was held at Evanston in 
Assembly Hall and the report of the commit- 
tee of twelve appointed a week ago was re- 
ceived, The report said the committee had 
met and given the subject careful considera- 
tion.
